Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: 

Examiner Brier discussed adding the temporal modulated embodiment to claim 13 as a possible way to 
overcome the article and Kienzel publication. Refer to page 28 and figure 1 1B blocks 1 1 14a and 1 1 14c for a 
discussion of the temporal embodiment. However, since the suggested language is covered in patent 7,176,936, 
Examiner Brier suggested cancelling claim 13. Michele Conover approved cancelling claim 13. 

Examiner Brier proposed adding more limitations from claim 16 into claim 23 in the form of "so that a user can 
perceive said real instrument and said plurality of markers and their spatial relationship in a virtual reality view" which 
language would be added at the end of the rendering step. Michele Conover approved adding limitations from claim 16 
into claim 23. 

It was agreed that Examiner Brier will cancel claim 13 and add limitations from claim 16 into claim 23 by an 
Examiner's amendment and prepare a Notice of Allowability. 

Note: the Examiner's amendment to claim 23 differs slightly from the discussed changes by adding "so that a 
user can perceive said virtual instrument and the graphical virtual guide and their spatial relationship in a virtual reality 
view" rather than "so that a user can perceive said real instrument and said plurality of markers and their spatial 
relationship in a virtual reality view" since the virtual instrument comprising a 3D structure comprising a plurality of 
markers and the graphical virtual guide are claimed to be rendered on the display in claim 23.
